That the effluent from the Oyler and 
Spangler reduction works, east of Get­ 
tysburg, and the discharge from the 
county home along the Harrisburg 
road are in way responsible for the 
contamination 
of 
Rack 
Creek was 
learned by the borough council at an 
adjourned meeting, Friday evening. 
A letter addressed to the president 
of Council was read by N. B. Schnur- 
man, who received it from I. 
M. 
Grace, district engineer of the State 
Department of Health, who made a 
personal investigation of the reported 
contamination of Rock Creek by the 
fertiliser works and by the county 
home. 
Entire blame for the polluted con­ 
dition of Rock Creek ys placed by Mr. 
Grace on the inadequacy of G ettys­ 
burg’'- antiquated sewage 
treatment 
plant, which the borough 
hopes 
to 
. bandon if a favorable vote is given 
the proposed $55,000 bond issue to be 
presented to the electors of the town 
on November 4. 
Mr. ,Glace’s letter to council reads 
a s follows: , 
“ Recently, during this Department’s 
investigations in Gettysburg, our a t­ 
tention has been directed by residents 
of the borough to the possible con­ 
tamination of Rock Creek by the dis­ 
charge of wastes from the plant of 
Oyler and Spangler, which is located 
♦u the township just east of the bor­ 
ough; in fart, it was claimed that the 
gross nuisance existing in the creek 
is not due to the discharge of sewage 
from the borough, but rather to this 
discharge* from the fertilizer works. 
Claims Unfounded 
“We find these claims to be* unfound­ 
ed. 
A thorough investigation of the 
plant of Oyler and Spangler was made 
by the writer several w’eeks ago, and 
it was ascertained that an average of 
only twelve to eighteen animals are 
received in this plant each week; that 
>nly a very small amount of water, 
hauled to the plant in a tank wagon. 
is used in the reduction processes, and 
I hat consequently the total amount of 
w astes from the plant is not greater 
than possibly 50 to 1(K) gallons per 
day, whereas the sewage flow from 
the borough has been estimated at 
500.OOO to 600.000 gallons in the same 
period. 
Moreover, 
these 
wastes, 
normally, do not reach the stream, but 
are ponded in the depressions of the 
small wet weather ditch receiving the 
effluent from the plant, which ditch 
flows through the very flat area be­ 
tween the rendering plant and Rock 
Creek. 
“However, you will be glad to know 
that the owners of the works have 
greed to adopt necessary measures 
ta prevent, entirely, the discharge of 
w astes untreated from the plant.

“Similarly, it has been claimed that 
the sewage from the county home is 
one of the primary caules for the nui­ 
sance existing.
